Coal Situation Lieut. Burkholder 

In Coleman Area Farewelled by 
Reviewed Salvation Army 


In a letter to the shareholders 
of McGlllivray Creek Coal and 
Coke Co. Ltd., the situation in 
this area was reviewed, and fu¬ 
ture prospects pointed out: 

‘On January 17th last a lett er 
was directed to the sharehold¬ 
ers drawing attention to the dif¬ 
ficulties this company was ex¬ 
periencing in maintaining ec¬ 
onomical production. Those ad¬ 
verse conditions are further ag¬ 
gravated by the increase in in¬ 
direct wage and other mining 
costs, all of which must be ab¬ 
sorbed by the Company. 

“The Company’s properties 
and operation have been exam¬ 
ined by an eminent consulting 
mining engineer and after care¬ 
ful consideration of his reports 
and by the company’s own en¬ 
gineering staff, it has been de¬ 
cided to modify the operating 
methods to the extent that coal 
will be only extracted where it 
can be done so economically, at 
the same time eliminating all 
extension of operations except 
such as are necessary for the ex¬ 
traction of such coal. That pol¬ 
icy has been followed since the 
first of tl>e year with encourag¬ 
ing results but it will be obvious 
that with the extraction of that 
coal operations will cease. 

“It is estimated that the life 
of the mine under such mining 
conditions would be limited to 
eight or ten years. Even then op-

ALTHOUGH THE PAST FEW YEARS have seen very critical food 
shortages, grain crops in those countries which have been able to produce 
have been good. World food authorities have looked forward to the time 
when land made useless by the war or by lack of labor or farm equipment, 
would be producing again and food supplies would be increased. However, 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in a recent review of the prospects of 
world wheat production for the present year, reported that the outlook 
is now less favorable than it was a year ago. While in the United States 
production is expected to be at least as great as it was in the past year, 
reports from other countries, including Canada, were less encouraging.

In Europe, it was learned that many countries had 
not seeded as much acreage as had been expected, while unfavorable crop 
conditions were also being experienced in some places. These circumstances 
were all expected to result in a less bountiful harvest there than in 1948.

W HILE many people who are for¬ 
tunate enough to have a good 


spring as a source of water on farms, 
make a good job of confining these 
springs, there are many cases where 
the job is more or less spoiled by 
improper installation of the walls or 
lining of the spring. We are show¬ 
ing herewith a cross-section drawing 
for the lining of a spring. 

Even though a spring may be! 
strong enough to run a small stream 1 
of water over the ground surface in 
its natural state, it is always advis¬ 
able to excavate /as deeply as, pos¬ 
sible up to perhaps 5 or 6 feet in or¬ 
der .to provide a reservoir for the 
water and also sufficient depth to 
cover the pipeline deeply enough to 
make it safe from frost. There should 
also be an overflow drain to take 
away water and carry it off to an 
outlet in a ditch or other low ground 
where it will not be a nuisance. This 


lifting the concrete, the outside sur¬ 
face of the wall should be given a 
batter or slope which prevents soil 
from lifting when it expands on 
freezing. It is always wise to carry 
the concrete lining about a foot 
above normal ground surface, then 
to bank the Jining with soil to the 
top of the concrete, so as to turn 
away surface water. A double plank 
top or cover completes the installa¬ 
tion. 

A circular lining for such a spring 
box f! always better than a square 
one. The stone portion of the wall 
is always more easily made up in 
this shape than can be done in a 
square excavation and the forms for 
the concrete part of the lining can 
easily be made with cribbing rings 
sawn to correct curvature for the 
diameter selected. The concrete for 
such a lining should be of a mixture 
of 1 part of cement to 2% parts of

To make sure that 
the concrete will not be cracking, it 
ise to put in some steel reinforc-. 

Three or four horizontal rods 
Df an inch in diameter placed 
about in the middle of the wall and 
vertical rods of the same material 
at intervals of about 15 inches 
around the wall will provide suffi¬ 
cient reinforcing for safety. One of 
the 'difficulties when putting in such 
lining is the removal of the water 
from the excavation while work is 
being done. This can usually be ac¬ 
complished by means of a contrac¬ 
tor's pump of sufficient capacity to 
remove the water as fast as it comes 
in. It is always wise to build such 
structures at the time of the year 
when water is lowest, namely 
middle of summer. 

When a spring has not sufficient 
elevation to send water by gravity 
to all parts of the farm buildings 
where it is needed, it is best to run 
the water into a cistern or reservoir, 
then to pump it from there into a 
pressure tank which will force it to 
all buildings where water is needed. 
The inlet pipe from the spring to 
the reservoir should be equipped 
with a float valve which will shut 
the water off when the rest 
full. This would conserve water and 
will make it unnecessary to provide 
overflow drain from the reserv

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From this small beginning produc¬ 
tion has increased year by year until 
1942 the mjnes of the province pro¬ 
duced 1,664,207 tons. The last esti¬ 
mate of Saskatchewan’s coal reserve 
was made a good many years ago 
and the figure should probably be 
revised drastically downward. They 
show that the province has an actual 
coal reserve of 2,412,00 metric tons 
underlying an area of 306 square 
miles and an approximate estimate 
of a probable reserve of 54,400,000,- 
000 metric tons underlying an area 
of 13,000 square miles. Even if these 
figures were halved the coal meas¬ 
ures of Saskatchewan would last for 
hundreds of years at the present 
rate of production. 

The best known coal area in the 
province is the Souris river coal area 
which is part of a larger basin shap¬ 
ed coal area extending south into 
North Dakota. The greatest devel¬ 
opment has taken place in an area 
comprising six to eight townships 
extending south and east of the town 
of Estevan and including the villages 
of Bienfait, Shand, Poche Percee, 
Taylorton and Pinto. 

This principal coal-producing dis¬ 
trict of the province is served by 
both railways. There are approxi¬ 
mately 35 mines in the area, many 
of which are small wagon mines pro¬ 
ducing a few hundred tons of coal 
annually. The coal is recovered by 
underground mining methods or by 
stripping the overburden above the 
coal with large excavating shovels, 
after which smaller shovels dig and 
load the coal into trucks which carr 
it to modern coal-cleaning and pr< 
paring plants. The whole operation 
is highly mechanized and makes for 
low production costs. There 
lesser coal producing areas ir 
provinces which are located in Wood 
Mountain-Willow Bunch and Cypress 
Hills areas, and also there are indi¬ 
cations of coal at several points in 
northern Saskatchewan. 

All coal so far discovered in Sask¬ 
atchewan may be classed as lignite. 
The characteristic brown colour and 
woody texture is to be observed in 
most of the seams. Others are dark¬ 
er, denser and more homogeneous. 


The lignite gives off very little ex¬ 
plosive coal gas and for this reason 
the mines are able to use open flame 
lamps. Except where machinery is 
used to mine or dig the coal, black 
blasting power is used as the blasting 
medium.

In telling of her flying trip 
to Great Britain Mrs. Harry 
Bpulton outlined many high¬ 
lights of the journey as we 
take pleasure in reporting: 

“The luxurious air liner is 
called “The North Star” which 
flys across the Dominion 
from Pacific to Atlantic and 
across the Atlantic Ocean to 
Great Britain. We came 
aboard the air liner at Calgary 
Alberta which is situated in 
Foothills of the Canadian 
Rockies. We left this city at 
10:30 a.m. and crossed three 
provinces coming down in 
Winnipeg the Capital of Man¬ 
itoba at 3 p.m.. We boarded 
the plane again as our destin¬ 
ation was Toronto, which is 
called “The |Queen City of 
Canada” and landed there at 
7:00 p.m.. We had by this time 
crossed four provinces in 8 
hours, which by the railroad 
would have taken 4 days. We 
stayed in this lovely city sev- 
al days and took our depart¬ 
ure by car for St. Catherines 
The Fruit Belt of Ontario, 
called the Niagara Peninsula 
Peaches, Strawberries. Cher¬ 
ries, Plums, Apples & Grapes. 
We also visited the Paper 
Mills and the famous Niagara 
Falls, one of Canada’s largest. 
After the New Year I applied 
for my reservation on the 
“North Star” to complete my 
trip to the London airport 
and my home in Wales. I left 
Toronto airport at 9 p.m. on 
January 14 for Montreal air¬ 
port arriving there at noon. 

Departing on the “North 
Star” for London at about 
4:30 ,p.m. our first stop was 
at Goose Bay, Labrador at 
9 p.m.. We were greeted there 
with hot coffee and biscuits 
which was welcomed as it 
was very cold.

When we 
went aboard the plane we 
were told 7 hours and 1 
we would be in London.

On Sunday, June 19th Blair¬ 
more will be the Mecca of all 
Roman Catholics of Alberta and 
British Columbia sections of the 
Crows Nest Pass. 

Blairmore’s St. Anne’s parish 
with the Rev. Father M. A. Har¬ 
rington in charge is sponsoring 
a huge Corpus Christi procession 
on that Sunday at three o’clock.
